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Israel-Syria : Syrian troops have repeatedly 
fired on Israelis at three points along the border 
since 20 August. A Syrian military spokesman said 
on 21 August that the firing up to that time had been 
in reaction to Israeli violations of the demilitarized 
zone and of a "defensive” area on Lake Tiberias. 

In one instance the Syrians reportedly directed mor- 
tar and recoilless rifle fire at an Israeli patrol boat. 


The UN Truce Supervision Organization is con- 
cerned over the fact that this was the first use since 
mid- March of weapons heavier than machine guns 
against Israeli boats. The incidents in March led to 
an Israeli reprisal raid and UN Sec urity Council con- 
sideration of the border situation. 
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
